State of New Hampshire: 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Cornish, in the County of Sullivan, 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs :— 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town-House in said Cornish, 
on TurspAY, the Erauta Day of Marcu next, at nine of the clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 


1st.—To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

2d.—To choose a Town Clerk. 

3d.—To choose a Representative to represent this Town in the General 
Court of this State. 

4th.—To bring in your votes for Governor, Councilor, Senator, Railroad 
Commissioner, County Treasurer, Register of Deeds, and one County Com- 
missioner. 

5th.—To choose Selectmen, and all other necessary Town Officers. | 

6th.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town 
charges the ensuing year. 

7th.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to make and re- 
pair Highways and Bridges the ensuing year. 

8th.—To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise to aid families 
of Volunteers the ensuing year. 

9th—To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise to pay existing

An inventory and appraisal of the Farming Utensils and Household 
Furniture at the Alms-House was made on the 14th day of March, 
1863, when it was found that this portion of the property had been esti- 
mated too high in former Reports, and consequently a reduction of 
some two hundred dollars was made on those articles,

An appraisal of all the personal property, on the 29th day of Febru- 
ary, 1864, amounts, at par cash value, to $1,460 22,—being a little less 
than the amount as per last year’s Report, but amounting to $69 31 
more than the appraisal made on the 14th day of March, as above 
stated. 

Some repairs were made early in: the year inside the house,’ which 
although not very expensive, add very much to the general appearance 
of the house and also to the health and comfort of the inmates. The 
accounts of the Agent have been very accurately kept, and written 
vouchers were shown for almost every item. And we think that the 

* affairs of the Alms-House have been managed by the Agent and_ his 
wife in a judicious and satisfactory manner. 
There have been at the Alms-House, the past year, from twelve to 
seventeen inmates. One has died. The present number is fourteen.

FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 8, 1864. 


_. Townsmen :—In conformity to the laws of our State, your Superin- 
tendent would respectfully submit the following Report: 

The Schools generally, during the year, have passed pleasantly and 
profitably, exhibiting a good degree of faithfulness on the part of teach- 
ers, and a commendable interest by scholars and parents. There have 


been some exceptions, however, during the Winter Term, which re- 


quire particular notice. 


The School in District No. 10, may be regarded as a failure; the 
teacher, though a good scholar, was too young and inexperienced for the 
position she occupied. The School soon became unmanageable, de- 
stroying its success. 

In No. 11, the Winter Term proved unsuccessful, owing to circum- 
stances which might have been remedied by the District. The Pru- 
dential Committee used all necessary precautions in the selection of a 
thoroughly qualified Teacher, and obtained one who was well recom- 
mended and thoroughly qualified, and had the District given her their 
anited support, the School would have proved successful. 

In No. 6 the Higher Department of the School for the Winter Term, 
was not what could be desired. A male teacher has been employed in 
this School previous to this Term, and the School being larger than was 
expected, the task became too much for a female, and though the teach- 


er sustains a high character, as a teacher, she did not succeed as she de-

sired, nor was the School what it should be. Had parents and scholars 


given her their united support, far better success would have attended 


her labors. 

The School interests of our town are of vital importance, and all 
should unite in promoting x interests as far as possible. Your Com- 
mittee might repeat many suggestions, which have been given in former 
Reports, if it were necessary. Tio make our Schools what they ought 
to be, individual Districts must take hold of the work, make their School 
houses what they should be, select such teachers as are well recommend- 
ed and thoroughly qualified for their work ; and then by their united 
support, carry forward their Schools. They should send their children 
to School to obey the regulations of the School-room. Districts should 
not only provide good School-rooms, but see from year to year that they 


are preserved from depredation. 
It is hoped that the town will take some action in reference to text 


books, in accordance with a recent Act of the Legislature. , 
All of which, with the following statistical table, is submitted as the 
Report of your Committee.
